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There Is No Market Today—Some of the Reasons for This Un- 
precedented Condition—A Wide Variation in 
Quotations—Buying Is Slowly 

Improving. - 


_It has been the custom of The Canning Trade, for more 
than forty years, to write a brief review of the canned foods 
market, under_the above heading, but the seeker after market 
information now meets with the response that “there is no 
market.” It is argued that since the Government is compell- 
ing prices based upon the canner’s cost, market influence has 
nothing whatever to do with the matter, and this is true. 
President Burden recently quoted a noted economist as describ- 
ing the market on any commodity as follows: “The market 
value of a product is the value of that product in the market.’’ 
If we accept this, as regards canned foods, then there is no 
market on canned foods, at present; at least so far as the staple 
articles are concerned, as they. are all under license. Despite 
the apparent lack of interest on the part of buyers, it is recog- 
nized by them, as well as by all others, that if there were no 
restrictions upon prices, all canned foods would be saleable at 
much higher prices than now quoted. Therefore, canned foods 
are without a market, since they are not selling at the value 
the market would put upon them, but at prices the Govern- 
ment permits. ‘There is more to this consideration than mere- 
ly this involved statement, since the Government has said that 
it would buy, for the Army and Navy, canned foods at prices 
based upon costs, but at no time in excess of the market value. 
The Government would be doing canned foods.an injustice if it 
took present market quotations as the market value, in such 
a consideration, and we respectfully submit, therefore, that 
this part of the consideration should be eliminated.. No can- 
ner will have the slightest objection to the Government taking 
its needed supply of goods at cost plus any per cent of profit, 
and in lots of cases with no profit at all, if it will permit the 
sellers to dispose of the balance of their goods, based upon 
costs, plus a fair and reasonable profit. The great difficulty 


_ this season is in the great variation of costs. It seems to be 


impossible to figure the costs of any two canners alike, and be 
fair to both. This means a tremendous task and long delays 
if the Government has to examine every individual’s cost fig- 
ures, and then allow profit to make the selling price. 
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Earlier in the season some pea canners revised their future 
prices, in accordance with this plan, when they found that, due 
to a good season, their canning costs were lower than they had 
anticipated at the time the future prices were named; and re- 
cently quite a number of corn canners have been busy doing 
the same thing. There were pea canners and there are corn 
canners who are astonished at this news, because they are find- 
ing that they under-estimated their costs when they named 
futures, and that if there is any revision it should be upwards 
and not downwards. This only goes to show the varying con- 
ditions in the country, where some canners, getting good crop 
returns, made their packs at minimum costs, while others, be- 
cause of poor crop returns, have had costs advanced on them. 

To still further carry this apparent paradox we are quot- 
ing corn on our market page, for Maine style standard, in 
Baltimore, at $2 per dozen, an advance of 20c per dozen, 
while the same corn is quoted f. 0. b. county factory at $1.65. 
Of course there is an explanation which goes with this great 
difference in price, and that is that Maine style corn quoted 
from Baltimore is more nominal than actual. Corn is not 
packed in Baltimore, and therefore to the county price must 
be added the cost of freight, handling, warehousing, etc., with 
the result that we see. If the buyer wants corn in Baltimore 
he pays that price; or he can go to the county, where the 
corn is packed—and if he can find it—pays the lower price, 
and then has to stand the expense of delivery, all of which 
brings him out to about the same result. 

Much the same thing is found with regard to pumpkin. 
Baltimore prices are quoted at $1.25 for No. 3 standards, while 
this article can be bought at the canneries in the counties at 
about $1. There is not much pumpkin packed in this section, 
and, of course, buyers are going elsewhere for it, at the lower 
prices. But the reader can realize from this what an easy 
task the “market reporter and student’’ has, when he tries to 
interpret the market for you. So when you read over our 
market quotations, and find them out of line with what you 
consider the market, just remember why this is, and that as a 
fact there is no market, either on staples articles not 
licensed. The staples are controlled by Government regula- 
tions, and the non-licensed articles are quoted in a purely per- 
sonal way, with apparently no two ideas the same. This lat- 
ter condition. is what is meant when we say the market is 
nominal; that is just what the seller cares to name for the 
goods. In such a case all transactions become purely matters 
of personal arrangement between the seller and the buyer. 

We are not ready to say that tomato canning has come to 
its final close because there are some canners still at work, in 
a very small way, and this work may continue for a while yet. 
There have been frosts but not enough to put the tomato plants 
entirely out of business, and until the last tomato is picked 
canning will go on. 

The buyers are showing an increasing interest in all lines, 
but are not as whole-heartedly in the game as they would be 
if they understood the conditions clearly. The feeling in the 
market is improving, and we may expect to see business im- 
prove as the days grow colder. 

The influenza epidemic has exerted a very considerable in- 
fluence upon all trading, as there are few houses which have 
not felt its touch. This has resulted in a slowing down of con- 
sumption, and retailers have naturally put off their buying. 
Peace rumors have not affected the market in any way, and 
are not likely to. There are not enough canned foods to sup- 
ply the market until next season, and most traders know it. 


NOTES AND OBSERVATIONS. 
W. B. Burroughs a “Flu” Victim—The firm of Wm. Num- 


sen & Sons Co. have suffered another severe loss, this time in the, 


person of W. B. Burroughs, who died on Saturday, October 12th, 
after a brief illness, which started with the epidemic of influenza 
now scourging the country. Mr. Burroughs was well known in 
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Balttimore canning circles as an efficient, courteous gentleman, al- 
ways on the hustle, and a big factor in the big business of the 
house with which he was connected. His loss is a heavy one to the 
Nuinsens, but also to those who knew him, as he was held in very 
high esteem: as a man. Our sympathies go out to his family. 


Machinery Men to Meet—The Executive Committee of the 
Canners’ Machinery and Supplies Association will-meet in Chicago 
on November 15th, at the time of the Western Canners’ meeting 
there, and at the same hotel, the La Salle. The good efforts-of 
this Association at the time the N. C. A. Executive Committee met 
in Washington, early in this month, towards having the members 
of the Association listed well up on priorities as supply men to an 
essential industry have met with a degree of success. The chief of 
the Canned Foods Division of the Food Administration has re- 
corded his opinion that the supply man must be recognized, if the 
canner is to be, and we expect to see the point carried. There are 
humerous matters to come before this committee; including the 
consideration of a program for the National Convention in Jan- 
uary, and it is expected all members will be present. 

Once more let us remind all supply men, as well as canners, 
that the Annual Convention this time meets on January 20th, 
nearly a month earlier than usual. Get the date correct and do 
not forget it. 


IRON AND STEEL PRICES TO BE CONTINUED FOR | 
THREE MONTHS. 


President Approves Agreement Made by Price-Fixing Com- 
mittee with Interests Concerned. 


The President has approved the agreement made by the 
price-fixing committee of the War Indudstries Board with the 
representatives of the iron ore, pig iron, and steel interests 
that the maximum prices now prevailing on iron ore, pig iron, 
and iron and steel produdcts be continued in effect for the 
three months ending December 31, 1918, with the following 
exceptions: 


1. Lake Superior iron ore—Base prices of Lake Superior 
iron ore delivered to lower lake ports are increased 25 cents 
per gross ton on and after October 1, 1918, subject to the 
following condition: These increased prices are based on the 
rail freight rates now in effect and on the present lake rates, 
and in the event of any increase or decrease in either rail o 
lake rates said prices shall be increased or decreased at 
cordingly on all deliveries made during the continuance of 
such increased or decreased freight rates. 


2. Pig iron—The base price on basic iron is increased 
to $33 f. o. b. furnace. The base price on No. 2 foundry 
iron is increased to $34 f. o. b. furnace. The price of stant- 
ard Bessemer iron is fixed at $35.20 f. 0. b. furnace. The 
above prices are subject to the following changes from pre 
vious practice as regards delivery: 


(a) Pig iron produced in the Virginia, Tennessee, and 
Birmingham districts and scattering districts south of the 
Ohio and Potomac Rivers, including furnaces at St. Louis, Mo. 
but not including furnaces bordering on the Ohio River, shall 
be sold on an f. o. b. Birmingham, Ala., basis. 


(c) Pig iron from all other producing districts or fut 
naces shall be sold f. o. b. furnaces as heretofore. 


No new contracts calling for delivery of any of the 
above commodities or articles on or after January 1, 1919, ale 
to specify a price unless coupled with a clause making the 
price subject to revision by any authorized United States Gor 
ernment agency, so that all deliveries after that date shall 
not exceed the maximum price then in force, although 
dered or contracted for in the meantime. It is expected th# 


all manufacturers and producers will observe the maximul 
prices now fixed. 
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As Brokers View the Market 


BALTIMORE, MD. 
Baltimore, Md., October 19, 1918. 


The Spanish influenza epidemic is causing a great deal of 
trouble and disappointment in the canning business in this 
section. Fifty per cent of the already short number of help 
in the canneries quit work this week either because of con- 
tracting the disease or of the fear of getting it. The help on 
farms to gather the crops, and the employees of the transpor- 
tation lines that handle the shipments are in the same boat. 
A continuation of these conditions for two weeks longer would 
paly the mischief with the plans of the canners of pears, spin- 
ach, stringless beans and apples. Cove oysters will be out ot 
the running anyway this fall. It looks now like a short pack 
of each of these articles will be the consequence. Besides, it 
is practically certain that he Government will buy heavily of 
all of them. Be governed according. 


The canning season for pears is now on, and our canners 
had prepared to handle the crop promptly, but the fruit can- 
not be gathered and. marketed rapidly for the above reasons. 
The market was in a sold-out condition on last year’s pack, 
and, as we stated several times, a large number of orders have 
been accumulating here for quick shipment. At our first quo- 
tations this week for syruped pears, $1.65 for No. 2 and $2.00 
for No. 3, our offerings were quickly taken, and the prices ad- 
vanced almost overnight, as has so frequently happened this 
year and last with so many articles. Intending buyers will do 
well to get their requirements started on the road while the 
pears can be obtained. We will telegraph daily quotations on 
request, with refusals long enough to act on them. We re- 
spectfully ask for your orders promptly. 

The fall crop of apples is now due, but the same conditions 
apply to them, and they cost too high for general canning pur- 
poses. Very few of them have been packed here as yet. The 
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outlook is for a short pack. Peaches and all other canned 
fruits are entirely sold out in Baltimore and vicinity. 


Sweet potatoes have become one of the staples in canned 
foods, and the supply last season was not equal to the demand. 
The canning season is now on, but the conditions mentioned 
above apply to them as well, and the canners are not now 
hopeful of making a large pack. Buyers at today’s prices will 
have no regrets later on. 


The expected advance in kraut has arrived, and it may 
score higher prices this fall. Green stringless beans are active | 
and firm; well worth attention. No. 10 wax beans are out; few 
No. 2 wax beans left unsold. Mixed vegetables are stronger 
and in demand. Some further lots of corn are obtainable this 
week. Peas are almost a negligible quantity in this market, 
with light demand. Soaked peas and soaked lima beans are 
being cleaned up; no more of them can be packed according to 
the rules. Green limas are out. 


The fall crop of spinach is on, but the canners are badly 
handicapped by the prevailing labor conditions. The quality 
is excellent. but there may be small stocks left for the civilian 
trade should the Government buying be as large as it was last 
spring, especially of the No. 10 size cans. Look after it 
promptly. 


Tomatoes were active again this week. The canning sea- 
son is practically over in this section. The Baltimore canners 
are still declining orders, except at two or three factories, -un- 
til they sqaure their deliveries to the Government, about which 
some of them are much concerned. The country canners are 
in position to accept orders, or a large number of them are, 
and from them we are filling our requirements. The wise 
rulings of the Food Administrations have kept down the prices, 
-o fer. The shipments this week were as widely scattered over 
the country as the previous month. They are safe property to 
own. 


If cove oysters can be obtained elsewhere it would be well 
to look after them. The situation and outlook here will have 
to be reversed to enable Baltimore canners to obtain the raw 
stock this side of New Years at a price that will justify can- 
ning them.

Market Growing Firmer—Buying Light—Tomatoes Higher— 
Corn Quoted Higher—All Buyers Appear to Be Un- 
duly Conservative—The Condition of Each 

Article on This Market—News . 
of the Street. 
Reported by Telegraph. 
New York, October 18, 1918. 

The Situation—Some see a change which tends toward 
unsettling the market. Others see only a continuation of the 
increased firmness which has developed during the past week 
or ten days. At any rate, no reduction in price has taken 
place, but leading articles are firmer, with tomatoes higher 
than they have been and the tendency still upward. Buying 
seems to be light in all quarters, principally, perhaps, because 
the upward turn has caused purchasers to be rather con- 
servative until they are somewhat more certain of conditions. 
Until the actual situation with reference to supplies is known 
it will be quite impossible to say anything definite regarding 
prospects. Sometimes dealers are certain that prices are to 
advance, and again they are equally sure that the change will 
be downward. The truth is no one is able to say definitely. 
All are doing as well as they can under the circumstances and 
hoping for such a development of business in the future that 
the market will assume something of its former appearance. 
One feature was very gratifying this week. The discussion of 
peace never wavered the market a point. All dealers were 
confident that the only answer to the note should be a direct 
assertion that this country is going to give Germany a sound 
thrashing unless she throws down her arms. And as no one 
expects that, they are supporting the President in his determi- 
nation to overthrow the present autocratic government of the 
Central Empires. All interests held on and refused to be 
stampeded into offering lower prices or otherwise making any 
change in their methods of doing business. 


Tomatoes—The market is a shade higher with full stand- 
ard Maryland No. 3s quoted at $2.10 and tending upward. No. 
2s are up to $1.35@1.40, and No. 10s are held at $6.25@6.50. 
Not much business is reported in any size, and as a whole the 
trade is waiting further development of the situation. Some 
packers say the Government has taken 55 per cent of their 
stock, and whether the other 45 per cent is sufficient to satisfy 
their civilian customers is a question which will have to be 
determined later. Some are inclined to think the matter will 
adjust itself, but others are rather disposed to the pessimistic 
view and will hardly accept the supposition that the civilian 
trade will have anything after the Government gets done with 
its requirements. Conditions are uncertain and unsettled, but 
thus far prices are firmly held. Some say that $2.25 is the 
logical price for No. 3s, but until something takes place to 
change the general situation they see no reason to think the 
market will be different from what it is now. Packing in the 
northern sections is about over. 
almost every morning this week, with one exception, and ice 
formed one morning. The crop, or what was left of it, is 
ruined and packing operations are limited merely to cleaning 
up work at present. 

Corn—All Maine style pack is held firmly at $1.75 for 
standards, while fancy is quoted at $1.85@1.90. Movement is 
restricted by the fact that nothing is available beyond actual 
requirements of the day. The market has not developed very 
fast the past week and with packing over in all northern sec- 
tions and about over everywhere, the outlook is not favorable 
for buyers. It looks much as though they will pay the higher 
prices which have been asked by some packers and which seem 


' any considerable fear of the future. 


Frosts have been reported 
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to prevail now regardless of the fact that some are predicting 
a larger pack than estimated. Buyers are not operating. In- 
quiry has fallen off and as a whole the market is practically 
dead. Spot stocks are down to almost nothing and holders are 
insisting upon outside quotations if they allow stock to go at 
all. 

Peas—Some demand developed during the week, but the 
high prices asked effectually checked liberal movement and 
caused buyers to operate very conservatively. Until this 
changes it will be a rather difficult thing to rouse much inter- 
est in the market. A waiting attitude seems to be the present 
idea of buyers, while holders do not indicate that they feel 
They evidently expect 
good business and are indisposed to make concessions or other- 
wise attempt to attract trade. 

String Beans—Conditions change but little in this market, 
Buyers are not anxious and holders seem to think they will 
have no difficulty in selling their supplies later. Consequently 
they are not undertaking any important transactions at pres- 
ent. 

Pumpkin—The situation in this article is a little mixed. 
Last week it was said that the Government would limit the 
pack to actual sales, but this week it is said that Government 
officials are suggesting that the pack be reduced in order to 
conserve cans. The most that can be made out of the two 
statements is that the output will be limited. Pumpkin was 
about the last of the favorite articles which had not advanced 
so much in price and very many will be disappointed at this 
decision. Not much business is now in progress, however, all 
interests preferring to wait until they see what comes of the 
present discussion. 

Fruits—Shortage of all varieties is indicated by condi- 
tions existing now. Sales are limited and in several favorite 
varieties have ceased. No peaches are available. No plums 
are to be had and cherries are virtually exhausted, while some 
other varieties are in such small supply that the outlook is un- 
favorable for buyers. Prices range high and tend upward, 
with no small lots offered as is sometimes the case. Gov- 
ernment buying has virtually taken all the available supplies 
in leading varieties, and civilians will get nothing worth men- 
tioning from this season’s pack. 


Apples—The situation is unchanged, with sales limited and 
buyers are so indifferent that little or nothing can be disposed 
of. Prices remain nominally firm as quoted, but perhaps.a 
large offer might secure slight reductions for the purpose of 
starting something. The output this year is not known and 
because of this neither buyers nor sellers know where they 
stand. 

Peaches—After the supplies taken by the Government are 
out of the market, those left for civilian trade will be too 
small to be considered. No Californias are coming to this 
market, and the South has packed so few, relatively, this year 
that buyers can hardly be accommodated. The price of every- 
thing available is high and tending upward. Spot stocks are 
at a low point and no means can be seen of securing more, 


Salmon—tThe release of certain percentages of some packs 
by the Government has eased up the situation in some degree, 
yet thus far it has ngt influenced the market toward any in- 
crease in activity. Buyers are still very conservative and are 
not taking hold unless they actually need the goods. Until 
the new pack deliveries released by the Government begin to 
come it will be difficult to rouse much interest in his market. 
Now and then a holder makes a few offers, but usually they are 
too small to make much impression on the market. With sup- 


plies so short and prices so high all business will be greatly re 
duced, if, indeed, any business develops with the exception of 
the small lots now moving. 

Sardines—-So far as can be learned nothing has been done 
in this market this week. The total pack is unknown, but 
reported greatly reduced as compared with previous years.

Buyers are indifferent at present and sellers are not urging 
goods for fear of causing the impression that stock is plentiful. 
Therefore, nothing of importance is done from day to day. 
Retailers say they are not getting the proportion of business 


they commonly expect at this season. Supplies in all positions 
are said to be light. 


Tuna—The market remains high, with supplies scarce and 
difficult to get in sufficient quantity to satisfy moderate re- 
quirements. The pack is so small that very many will go 
without and no one will receive more than 25 to 30 per cent 
of his orders. 

Picked Up in Passing—Representative jam and jelly man- 
ufacturers held a meeting in this city during the week to plan for 
a general meeting of such manufacturers in Washington to form 
a national association. The membership at the start will be about 
30. One of the first acts of the association will be to secure a 
more favorable standard for jams and jellies than that tentatively 
suggested by the official joint standard commission. They do not 
object to the suggestions as to purity and labeling, but some of 
the other suggestions are considered unfair, especially that refer- 
ring to raw material. The standards prohibit the use of dried 
as well as fresh fruits, and also fruits temporarily held in time 
of glut. The proposed association has already drafted its ideas 
and expects to offer them at the beginning of its existence. 

Even though the Government has released considerably more 


salmon than was expected, the situation has not changed locally. 
Very little is offered. Some interests have none at all. 


Last Saturday was generally observed as a holiday in the 
canned foods trade. While some came down to see about their 
mail, a majority of the brokers and others remained away. They 


played golf, sold Liberty bonds or motored out into the country, 
which was a blaze of color. 


Not much Southern corn is offered, and full $1.75 is asked for 
it in every instance. It is admitted in some quarters that the 


output will -be better than was expected a week or two ago, but 
all agree that it will be smaller than the packers and brokers 
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would like to see. A few buyers are showing more interest, but 
as a whole the market is unchanged. 


Predictions are made that full standard No. 3 tomatoes will 
sell for $2.25 shortly. The situation seems to be clouded some- 
what at present, but well-informed brokers and others seem dis- 
posed to think the situation is no different from what it has been, 
and while they do not expect a full supply, they are confident that 
a fair quantity will be available for civilian use. Jobbers are 
showing a little more interest here, but buying is still light. 

A good demand for peas has sprung up during the week, but 
the quantity offered is small. It is said that the supplies of all 
grades held here are too small for the demand as it is at present. 


Suggestions for increased prices on some grades are heard,, but 
no change has been made yet. 


Dickinson & Co., large corn packers of Eureka, IIl., is quot- 
ing No. 2 standard Illinois corn at $1.10 and No. 2 extra standard 
at $1.40. This firm is one of the largest in the country, but they 
are offering their surplus only to their regular customers. It 


isn’t sufficient to go to anyone else, according to present appear- 
ances. 


Some believe the output of No. 10 apples in New York State 
will be larger than expected, since the crop is turning out rather 
better than early estimates indicated. Not much interest in any 
pack is shown and New York hasn’t come into the market with 
any offers lately. The supply is down to a low point and a fair 


pack is required to bring up stocks to anything like safe propor- 
tions. 


Berries would sell readily if available, but the quantity 
packed this year was below last year’s output, and everything is 
out of first hands, with the exception of odd lots here and there 
which really do not make a market. The pack for the past few 
years has been anything but satisfactory, and it was worse this 


year because of the restrictions due to labor shortage and pressure 
of other work. Few articles are more popular with buyers and at 
present few are harder to get.

Buying of Tomatoes Active—Stocks in Canners’ Hands Nearly 
Exhausted—Deliveries of Corn Show Good Quality— 
Peas Selling at Attractive Prices—Pumpkin 
Prices Are Low—News Notes of 
This Big Market. 


Reported by Telegraph. 


Chicago, October 18, 1918. 
Tomato Weather-_-We have had bright, warm weather all 
during the week and the nights have not been cold or frosty. 
Whether the canners will find any or enough ripe tomatoes on 
the vines to justify running their canneries anywhere in the 
Central West we do not know, but we hope so, as every can 
will be badly needed. If licenses on tomatoes, corn, peas, 
salmon and other licensed goods were abrogated next week, 
canned foods would, through speculative buying advance 25 per 
cent in 10 days after the restrictions were lifted. Why? Just 
because the world needs the food—-ali the food-——-and must have 

it and must pay the price to get it and will pay the price. 


Canned Tomatoes—Buying has been greedy, but selling 
has been shy. Twos especially have been in demand because 
they can be sold at a price within reach of people of moderate 
means. Tennessee, Kentucky, Wisconsin, Michigan are all 
cleaned up in canned tomatoes from first hands and packers 
from Indiana report that the State is oversold and will deliver 
very short on future contracts. California canners report that 
the Government is taking all their solid pack tomatoes and 
that they cannot deliver anything on contra¢ts except stand- 
ard grade. 


Cunned Corn—Deliveries of new canned corn are coming 
in and are showing good quality. There are no offerings from 
first hands, and, therefore, no market to record. Wm. Numsen 
& Sons are making no deliveries of canned corn from their 
Genesco, Ill., factory this season to their customers in the 
Central West. Their yield was short and the Government took 
a large part of their output. This cannery sells but few futures 
and always manages to deliver 100 per cent on closed con- 
tracts, but owing to Government requirements would not “take 
on’’ scarcely any future contracts for the 1918 pack. 


The Weir Canning Company, of Toledo, Iowa, delivered 
100 per cent on their contracts for Country Gentleman corn 
this 1918 pack, and the quality of it was the best I have seen 
this season, and in fact unsurpassed. 


Canned Peas—There is some movement to be recorded 
in canned peas ranging from $1.25 to $1.40 the dozen in price, 
and I note several factory clean-ups in Wisconsin and In- 
diana factories. Peas at that price range are quickly saleable. 
Fives sweet and four and fives Alaskas are the offerings at 
such prices, and it isn’t hard work to sell them. 

Canned Krout—It would seem that conditions justify 
speculation in this article, but buyers are well bought ahead 
on futures, and are leaving oars to float a while. Prices for 
No. 3 standard at canneries range from $1.25 to $1.40 for 
well regarded packs. The No. 10 size is bringing $4.25 per 
dozen in the West. 

Canned Pumpkin—tThis article is selling freely and pack- 
ing is now on. Prices are low and canners are filling their 
surpius cans, two, threes and tens, with pumpkin. Prices re- 
main at No. 2, 72%c; No. 3, $1.00; No. 10, $3.25, f. o. b. can- 
neries, with a shading on five thousand case lots of about five 
per cent. 

Canned Apples—No buying is the rule. Buyers regard 
prices as high and -beyond speculative possibilities of profit. 


New York quotes at $4.35 to $4.50. Pennsylvania at 


$3.90 to $4.00. Other localities do not seem to be in the 
running. 


Canned Hominy—There is a report circulating to the ef- 
fect that no cans will be supplied for the packing of hominy 
after January 1st next, some say December ist, and a little 
interest has been aroused. Prices have advanced to $1.10 
f. o. b. canneries Central West, and all seem to be asking: that 
price for No. 3 standard. 


California Sardines—The sardine canners of the Pacific 
Coast are pushing their goods right into the place of Spanish 
and French sardines, which are not to be had. The canners 
of California pack a real quality and have the genuine Pil- 
chard variety of fish. Their prices are quite reasonable. 


Canned Blackberries—The boys “over there” seem to be 
very fond of blackberry jam on their hard tack or trench bread 
and millions of pounds are being manufactured and sent to 
them. Canned blackberries in No. 10 cans are essential for 
making jams as none but pure fruit goods will be accepted 
by Uncle Sam. The supply of blackberries in No. 10 cans. 
“solid pack,” is now entirely out of first hands and Chicago 
probably owns more than any other market. Some can be 
bought here today at $12.50 per dozen for No. 10 cans, Oregon 


or Washington, but how long that price will hold it is hard to 
predict. 


News Notes—Do you know Deacon W. J. Tilghman, the 
“Dean of Canned Foods Brokers?’ Who is there who is con- 
nected with the industry who has not met him and known him? 
He is no longer active in the brokerage business, being retired. 
He has just passed his 83d birthday and is in fairly good health 
and as cheerful and happy as ever. 


Write him a letter at his home, 418 Judson avenue, Evanston, 
IlL, and send him congratulations and greetings. He will appre- 
ciate the remembrance. 


_Wm. M. Traner, of Hartford, Mich., one of the best canners 
and best fellows in that State, visited Chicago this week. He says 
that his output was light this year, but he seemed cheerful and 
happy. 

Richard Walsh, canned foods and dried fruit department man- 
ager for Durand & Kasper Co., of Chicago, has been grabbed by 
the United States Food Administration and converted into a Spe 
cial Investigator for the State of Michigan. He now sports a card 
reading “Richard Walsh, Washington, D. C.” Lookout for him, 
as he is one of the best posted all-around grocers in the United 
States, and can look at a bag of coffee or barrel of beans and tell 
the number of grains or beans contained. 


He will manage his department one week and “investigate” 
the next week, which means that he will check up wholesale 
grocers’ records to ascertain whether or not they are adhering to 
the restricted profits allowed by the Federal Food Administration. 
He will be found to be a fair, square, reasonable man who will 
see his duty and do it.

They have all been working hard and hopefully to pile up a 
big lot of sales, so as to have a good bank account about Christ- 
mas time.

Tomatoes Coming to Canners in Good Condition—Only Left- 
Overs in Fruits for the Civilian—California to Supply 
a Heavy Percentage of the Government's 
Wants—Coast Notes. 


Reported by Telegraph. 


San Francisco, October 18, 1918. 

Better Weather Conditions—Weather conditions in Califor- 
nia have improved materially during the past week, from the 
standpoint of growers and packers, there Laving been but a few 
showers, with these confined to the extreme southern part of 
the State. Cloudy weather, which has been a menace to crops 
since the big September downpour, has given way to clear skies 
and high temperatures, the warmest days of the entire year 
having been experienced along the coast during the week. To- 
matoes are once again being delivered in perfect condition and 
since the plants have been given renewed life there is every 
reason to hope for a large pack. No frosts have occurred as 
yet in any of the tomato-producing sections of the State and 
it may be possible to continue packing for a couple of months. 
The clear weather will enable prune growers to salvage a por- 
tion of their crop and will reduce the damage to grapes very 
materially. Bean harvesting is in full swing, with the damage 
so far confined to a few districts. 

Canned Fruits—The canned fruit market is rather upset 
and business is being confined to grades for which the Gov- 
ernment does not desire to purchase. Packers have been ad- 
vised to at once stop deliveries on extra and extra special 
peaches, pears and apricots and the trade is anxious to learn 
how much of these will be required. Extensive purchases have 
already been made of extra standard and standard grades, but 
the indications are that these are not considered to be large 
enough to meet the demands of the new war program. Pack- 
ers and food experts attached to the purchasing staff of the 
Government recently tested samples of fruits from California 


canneries in order to establish grades upon which deliveries 
will be based. 


Salmon—Canned salmon is becoming a very scarce article 
on the shelves of retailers, and but limited relief can be ex- 
pected from the new pack. Millions of dollars worth of 
canned fish is being handled through the port of San Francisco, 
but the trade is able to secure but little of this. There is a 
tendency to discourage the use of canned fish entirely in the 
California Coast communities, it being pointed out by food 
authorities that there is an abundance of fresh fish, includ- 


ing salmon, that is offered at lower prices than canned fish 
ean be sold for. 


H. Clay Miller, of the division of co-ordination of pur- 
chases for the United States Government, states that Califor- 
nia will be called upon to furnish 75 per cent of the canned 
vegetables and 90 per cent of the canned and dried fruits to 
be purchased west of the Rocky Mountains. Practically the 
entire prune crop will be taken, the damage by storm having 
reduced the quantities available for civilian needs. The en- 


tire output of solid pack tomatoes has been reserved and 
purchases of other grades will also be made. 


Excellent Sanitary Conditions—During the present season 
the most thorough clean-up campaign in the history of the 
canning industry has been under way by health officers and 
California canning plants are now reported to be in exceptional- 
ly fine shape. Most of the work has been done in the fish 
canneries in the Los Angeles district, where dozens of new 
plants have sprung up during the past two years. In addition 
to cleaning up these plants the mosquito nuisance also re- 
ceived attention and has been placed under control. This 
work was carried on by the California health officials, with 
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assistance from the communities and interests involved. The 
city of Los Angeles furnished an engineer and eight men, 
Long Beach furnished about as many, while the National Can- 
ners’ Association, through Dr. Norman Hendrickson, director 
of investigations, furnished 20 men at one time and 12 on an- 
other occasion, besides giving the use of a motor boat and 
other conveyances for the transportation of workmen. During 
this campaign 23 canneries in the vicinity of Government 
camps and shipbuilding yards were inspected and 19 of these 
immediately complied with all the suggestions of the health 
officers. Originally but few of these plants were found to be 
equipped with screens at the doors and windows, and numer- 
ous fly breeding places existed in and about the canneries. 
Now all openings are screened and metal receptacles provided 
for refuse and other waste material. 

Coast Notes—John R. Munn, chief of the canning division 
of the United States Food Administration at Washington, and 
one of the youngest executives of Herbert C. Hoover’s staff, 
arrived in San Francisco a few days ago to hold a series of 
conferences with Food Administrator Merritt and members of 
the California trade. He stated that it has devolved upon Cali- 
fornia to furnish most of the dried and canned fruits needed 


by the Allies, the fruit crop in Europe having been almost a 
total failure. 


The Harbor City Canning Company has been granted a 
permit to issue stock to G. Crisafulli and B. Pennetti in ex- 
change for certain cannery property and assets. This con- 
cern succeeds one formerly financed by these men. 

F. D. Smith, a condensed milk expert, recently visited 
Esparto, Cal., to look over the field with a view of starting a 
plant here. He has secured an option on an old creamery 
plant and has sent a report to his financial backers. 

S. F. Foster, who has 220 acres in tomatoes 10 miles 
south of Modesto, Cal., expects to market at least $60,000 
worth before the close of the season. He is shipping the crop 
to Stockton and Turlock canneries and is securing $17.50 a 
ton. The land was formerly used for the growing of canta- 
loupes and some of the tomatoes harvested weigh as much gs 
four pounds apiece. 

The wholesale Grocers’ Association of California has re- 
moved its offices from the Southern Pacific Building, San Fran- 
cisco, to 216 Market street. 

The Bayside Fish Company, Monterey, Cal., plans to in- 
crease its capital stock from $25,000 to $100,000. 

Word has been received from France to the effect that 
Corporal Franklin S. Morse, formerly outside salesman for 
Haas Bros., San Francisco, has been wounded. 

Books, receipts and circulars containing information for 
fishermen, canners and the general public have been placed 
on file in the new offices of the San Francisco branch of the 
Department of Fisheries in the Appraisers’ Building. 

It is reported that the California Packing Corporation 
will erect a cannery at Hollister, Cal., during the coming win- 
ter. “BERKELEY.”

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DEFERMENT OF ESSENTIAL MEN IN CANNING INDUSTRY 


The following letter calls attention to a very important mat- 
ter: 
National Canners’ Convention. 


Washington, D. C., October 8, 1918. 


IMPORTANT. 


Necessity of canners acquainting themselves with the clas- 
sification of employees as to the fact that they are essential to the 
conduct of the business is imperative. Read the enclosed pa- 
pers, entitled: 

Definition of Employees, No. 1. 

Provost Marshal General’s Office—Notice to Employees, No. 2. 

Industrial Furloughs. No. 3. 

Notice to Employers in the Food Industries Desiring Fur- 
loughs for their Indispensable Employees. No. 4. 

Applications for Indefinite Furloughs. No. 6. 

Form De L. 2. No. 6. 

Form De L. 5. No. 7. 

Special Instructions. No. 8. 

Study them and follow the details in order to secure the 
proper classification for your essential employee. 

It is by communication with the industrial and agricultural 
advisers sitting with the District Boards (not the Local Draft 
Boards) that employers should usually make known their need 
for retaining their most essential employees before these men have 
actually been classified and called into serice. 

It is the duty of every canner to familiarize himself with 
General Order 31 as to agricultural furloughs, in order to be able 
to instruct his growers as to this detail. Copies of General Order 
°1 can be obtained by addressing the War Department, Washing- 
ton, D. C. NATIONAL CANNERS’ ASSOCIATION. 

NOTE.—In case any questionnaires have been sent in to the 
local baords and it is desired to have them returned so that a 
proper statement regarding deferment can be made. It is under- 
stood that this can be arranged with the local board. 

No. 1 above referred to defines essential men in the various 
lines of canning, milk, fish and fruits and vegetables. As applied 
to fruits and vegetables, it says: 


Definition of Employees. 
CANNED FOOD INDUSTRY. 

Canned Fruits and Vegetables. 

1. General Manager: 
All vegetables and fruit canneries have a general manager 
whose training and knowledge qualify him as counsel on mat- 
ters affecting the production, manufacture and distribution of 
cannery products. 

. Factory Superintendents or Processor: 
This position requires years of experience and technical train- 
ing. 

3. Assistant Superintendents: 


This includes warehouse superintendents and_ viner-station 
foremen. 


4. Licensed Engineers: 
Necessary to guard against incompetency, resulting in delays 
and accidents to life and property. 

5. Master Mechanics: 
There should be one in every factory. 

6. Closing-Machine Operators and Filling-Machine Operators: 
Only experts will answer. 

7. Farm Superintendents: 
Where canneries operate their own farms. 

8. Field Manager: 
Whose duties are to supervise sowing and harvesting of 


products. 
Dried Bean Industry. 
1. The managing executive who looks after the operations of 
a plant as a whole and who must have several years of experinece 


in the handling of beans before he is fitted to successfully con- 
duct such a plant. 
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2. The traffic executive who is very important in getting the 
goods to destination, and who in these times is especially needed 
and hard to replace. 

3. The engineer who runs the plant and who is a hard man to 
replace at the present time. 

4. The field men who deal with the farmers, test the beans, 
determine the dockage, and who must be men of considerable ex- 
perience and who know beans thoroughly. 


UNITED STATES FOOD ADMINISTRATION, 
By John R. Munn. 
Machinery and Supply Men. 


Having recognized that the Canned Food Industry is consid- 
ered essential as a war measure, it is probably desirable that we 
call your attention to the necessity of providing adequate contain- 
ers to put up the pack of foodstuffs. 

Can manufacturers and manufacturers of machinery utilized 
in canning are directly essential to the canning industry. The em- 
ployees in such factories who are essential must be determined by 
the Draft Board. We merely record our opinion that it would 
be useless to consider certain cannery operatives essential if no 
containers were available. 


CHIEF, CANNED AND DRIED FRUIT DIVISION. 
Provost Marshal General Crowder’s letter urging canners to 
take this step appeared in The Canning Trade of October 7th. 


No. 3—Industrial Furloughs. 


Industrial furloughs will not be granted for registrants by 
whom or on whose behalf no claim for deferred classification has 
been made. If men necessary to your operations are so circum- 
stanced, you should have questionnaire corrected in that respect 
before local board. If local board denies privilege of making such 
supplemental claim, the case should be presented to the industrial 
adviser attached to the district board. Official instructions re- 
quire: 

“That if any such adviser files with the District Board claim 
form 1001-A for deferred classification on the ground of registrant 
being engaged in a necessary industry, occupation or employment, 
the District Board should forward such claim to the local board 
having jurisdiction, and upon receipt thereof it will be the duty 
of such local board to certify the questionnaire and record of any 
such registrant to the District Board for consideration, although 
no claim by or in respect of such registrant for such deferred clas- 
sification has been made or such registrant has waived such clas- 
sification, provided the day fixed to report for military duty has 
not arrived.” 

Remember that unless you improve this opportunity, men you 
require cannot subsequently be released to you by any process. The 
claim for deferred classification is within your control regardless 
of action taken by registrant, so act quickly. 

No. 4—Notice to Employers in the Food Industries Desiring 


Furloughs for Their Indispensable Employees. 


1. Farm furloughs are granted for a period not exceeding ninety 
days to men needed in agricultural operations such as harvesting 
or planting crops, ete. Application for such furloughs must be 
made to the Commanding Officer of the camp in which the man 
is located and the application must have the approval of the Local 
Draft Board. The Local Draft Board can furnish appuication 
blanks and any information desired concerning these furloughs. 
These farm furloughs are not handled by the War Department in 
Washington and the Food Administration has nothing to do in 
regard to such furloughs. 

2. Indefinite furloughs and short-time furloughs, other than 
farm furloughs, are granted only by the Adjt. General of the 
War Department at Washington, on applications made out on 
blank forms furnished by his office, or which can be supplied by 
the undersigned, if requested. Any application for a furlough | 
should never be made until after a man has been sent to camp or 
has received his call.

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3. Employers should apply for indefinite furloughs only in 
exceptional cases. The needs of industries and agriculture are 
supposed to be carefully considered by District Draft Boards when 
they are called upon to consider the question of giving deferred 
classification to certain individuals or classes of employees on in- 
dustrial grounds. It is by communication with the industrial and 
agricultural advisers sitting with the District Boards (not the 
Local Draft Boards) that employers should usually make known 
their need for retaining their most essential employees, before 
these men have actually been classified and called into service. 

Only in cases where the District Draft Boards have declined to 
give deferred classification and the employer feels that the case 
was not properly presented to them, or where for some good reason 
an application for deferred classification was not made in time to 
receive consideration, should an application for an indefinite fur- 
lough be made. 

4. It is useless to apply for a furlough if the man has received 
“overseas” orders or if he is enlisted in the naval service. i 

5. Indefinite furloughs are granted very sparingly by the War 
Department. They are allowed only where such a strong case is 
made out that it appears from a mere statement of the case that 
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Department and which accompanies the application blanks.

(a) That the application must be made in duplicate and that 


‘both copies must be fully filled out and sent in. - 


the man will be of more service to his country in industry than he © 


will be in the Army, and that because of the nature of his duties, 
the length of his training or the skill possessed by him,.no sptis- 
factory substitute for him could be found outside the. ranks of 
those subject to draft.

(c) That they must. be prescented to the Local Food Admin- 
istrator for an independent investigation by him as to the facts ip 
the case and for his judgment as to whether these facts warrant 
his endorsement of the application. 

8. After the Local Food Addministrator has made investi- 
gation, the applications should be réturned to him by the under. 
signed, either with or without his endorsement, together with a 
letter signed by him, stating the results of his investigation :nd 


the reasons why he has endorsed or has declined to endorse the 
application. 


9. Only by following carefully these instructions will employ- 
ers avoid unnecessary delay in the matter of having their applica- 
tions for furloughs receive prompt attention. 

If the applications have not been properly tilled out and en- 
dorsed, they will be returned for the supplying of such deficiencies.

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SERVICE AND REGULATORY ANNOUNCEMENTS. 
No. 28 of Bureau of Chemisry. 


The following rulings have just been issued by the Bureau 
of Chemistry, and canners will do well to keep these for ref- 
erence when needed: 


290. Misbranding of Canned Swiss Chard, 


It has come to the attention of the bureau that certain 
canners of Swiss chard are labeling this product as canned 
spinach. The bureau is informed that spinach and Swiss 
chard are two entirely distinct varieties of vegetable and that 
their names are accordingly not interchangeable. The label- 
ing of canned Swiss chard as spinach or as a variety or type 
of spinach is regarded as a violation of the Federal Food and 
Drugs Act. 


291. Declaration of Quantity of Contents of Canned 


Artichokes. 


. The bureau is of the opinion that the quantity of the con- 
tents of canned artichokes should be declared in terms of the 
net weight of the drained contents. An additional statement 
of the number of artichokes in the can may be made if the 
canner so desires. 


293. Short Volume Cans for Raw Oysters. 


A large number of shipments of raw oysters packed in 
cans were found, during the past season, to be short of the 
volume declared on the container. Examination of the cans 
showed the capacity of these to be appreciably less, after the 
lid was inserted and the can ready for shipment, than ‘the net 
volume stamped thereon by the maker. Since the Food and 
Drugs Act places the responsibility for interstate shipments of 
short volume products upon the shipper and not upon the man- 


ufacturer of the can, packers should take thé precaution to see 
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that those containers used by them, when filled and ready for 
shipment, actually contain the quantity of oysters declared. 


294. Tomato Sauce Thickened With Starch Considered 
Adulterated. 


It has come to the attention of the bureau that tomato 
sauce, which is used largely as a dressing for various articles. 
of canned food, is sometimes thickened by the addition of 
starch. The bureau is of the opinion that starch is -not a 
proper ingredient of such tomato sauce. 


295. Notice Regarding the Addition of Water to Canned 
Tomatoes. 

The department announced in Food Inspection Decision 
144, issued May 27, 1912, that canned tomatoes eontaining 
added water were regarded as adulterated within the meaning 
of the Food and Drugs Act. Notwithstanding this announce 
ment, it has been necessary to bring prosecution in numerous 
cases in which canned tomatoes were found to have been 
adulterated with water. F, 

It has come to the attention of the bureau that certain 
tomato canners were unwittingly diluting the tomato juice 
used in their products through the employment of improper 
factory methods. In some factories the juice was heated with 
an open steam coil or by live steam in some form. This al- 
ways results in a dilution of the juice through a condensation 
of steam. In other establishments the juice is elevated by one 
or more steam siphons. Unless great care is used in this 


practice, steam will be condensed, with a resulting dilution of 
the juice. 


The bureau will continue to regard as adulterated canned 
tomatoes containing added water from any source, and this 
notice is issued to canners in order that they may take proper. 
precautions to modify their processes in such a way as to 


obviate possible dilution of their product through the use of 
faulty factory methods.

After consideration of what constitutes proper fill in case 
of canned shrimp, the bureau is of the opinion that canned 
shrimp properly packed should contain not less than the fol- 
lowing ‘‘cut-out” weights of shrimp: 

Dry-Pack Shrimp. 
Hole and cap, 3 3/8 Inches.

The procedure adopted for draining off the liquid is the 
same as that described in S. R. A. Chem. 14, item 134: 


Make circular cut almost around the top of the can, push 
the cut top back into its original position, invert, and allow 
the contents to drain through the circular opening for one min- 
ute. Pour the liquid through a colander and return to the can 
any weighable particles of solids which have been carried 
away by the liquid. The openings in the colander should not 
exceed 3/16 inch in diameter. 


In connection with the canning of shrimp attention is di- 
rected to the requirements of Food Inspection Decision 144, 
that cans should be as full of food as practicable for packing 
and processing without injuring the quality or appearance of 
the contents. In the case of food packed with water, brine, 
etc., the cans should be as full as possible of food and should 
contain only sufficient liquor to fill the interstices and cover 
the product. 
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The weights indicated above have been obtained by the 
bureau after examination of experimental packs of canned 
shrimp which have been put up in connection with the study 
of food inspection decision 144. 


NNo. 298—Labeling of Barataria Shrimp. 


It has come to the attention of the bureau that some 
packers of shrimp ‘are labeling their product ‘Barataria 
shrimp,” regardless of whether or not the shrimp so labeled 
are caught in Barataria Bay. Paragraph (b) of regulation 
19 of the Rules and Regulations for the Enforcement of the 
Federal Food and Drugs Act is as follows: 


The use of a geographical name shall not be permitted 
in connection with a fgod or drug product not manufactured 
or produced in that place, when such name indicates that the 
article was manufactured or produced in that place. 

It is the opinion of the bureau that the term ‘‘Barataria” 
should be applied only to shrimp caught in Barataria Bay. 
The use of this term in labeling shrimp caught at other places 
is deemed misbranding under the terms of the Federal Food 
and Drugs Act.

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WORK OF THE UNITED STATES SHIPPING BOARD. 


The Board was created by the Federal shipping act passed 
by Congress September 7, 1916. The original commissioners were 
appointed December 22, 1916. The resignation of most of these 
was followed by the constitution of a new Board under the chair- 
manship of Edward N. Hurley, who was appointed on July 24, 
1917. The activities of the present United States Shipping Board 
date from August, 1917. Here is a brief summary of what has 


been done: 
Recapitulation. 


Shipyards for the construction of seagoing ships in the 
United States, January, 1917, 61 shipyards (37 steel, 24 
wood), having 235 ways. - 

Shipyards and shipways in the United States September 1, 
1918, 203 shipyards (77 steel, 117 wood, 2 composite, 7 concrete). 
These have 1,020 ways. Of 927 that are for the Emergency Fleet 
Corporation, 410 are steel, 400 wood, composite and concrete, and 
63 steel and 54 wood, composite and concrete are under construc- 
tion.

It now has more shipyards, more shipways, more ship- 
workers, more ships under construction, and is building more ships 
every month than any other country, not excepting the United 
Kingdom, hitherto easily the first shipbuilding power. Prior to 
= ~ 3 the United States stood a poor third among the shipbuild- 

g nations. 


Since August, 1917, more seagoing tonnage has been launched 
from American shipyards than was ever launched before in a sim- 
ilar period anywhere. The total as of September 1, 1918, 574 ves- 
sels, of 3,017,238 dead-weight tons, is nearly four times all the sea- 
going tonnage (of over 1,500 dead-weight tons) built in the United 
States in any four prewar years. The total launchings since the 
first of this year, 482 vessels, of 2,392,692 dead-weight tons, are 
more than eight times the seagoing tonnage (of over 1,500 dead- 
weight tons) produced in this country in any prewar year. 

(In the four prewar years, 1913-1916, according to the Bureau 
of Navigation of the Department of Commerce, this country built 
107 seagoing steam vessels of over 1,500 dead-weight tons, totaling 
805,037 dead-weight tons. The high mark of prewar production 
in the United States of seagoing vessels of over 1,500 dead-weight 
tons was reached in 1916, when there were built 38 vessels, of 
285,555 dead-weight tons.)

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tons of stable manure. Although the potash and phosphoric 
acid are not added to the soil, they are returned in more 
available form, and if the green manure used is a legume, at 
least part of the nitrogen is an addition to that already in the 
soil. However, it is expensive to handle the stable refuse, 


while the green-manuring crop can be grown directly on the 
impoverished land, and thus be ready for uniform plowing- 
under when it has attained the proper growth. The New Jer- 
sey station demonstrated that leguminous green manures are 
more efficient than stable manure in the matter of crop pro- 
duction and in maintaining the nitrogen content of the soil. 


Benefits Lasting. 


The residual value of a green-manure crop is evident for 
two or more years after a crop of cowpeas or velvet beans has 
been turned under, according to the results of experiments con- 
ducted in Alabama. The Canada Experiment Farm at Ottawa 
ascertained that the effect of a turned-under crop of red clover 
was still strongly evident the third year afterward. In the 
Western and Northwestern States, the green-manuring crops 
have not given the positive results that have ben secured in the 
Southern and Eastern States. 


The North Dakota and Minnesota Experiment Stations 
claim small gains in wheat yields as a result of using catch 
crops of clover. ~- 


Where a leguminous crop can be properly harvested and 
fed to live stock, and the resultant manure can be returned 
in good condition to the land, the net returns to the farmer 
usually are greater than where the crop is turned under di- 
rectly as a fertilizer. Factors which determine whether a crop 
should be plowed under or fed are: (1) The richness and phy- 
sical condition of the soil, ( 2) character of the crop at the 
time it is ready to cut, (3) lack of live stock to consume the 
crop, (4) the price of hay and the local value of manure. The 
problem of what disposition each farmer should make of green 
cover crops is one for individual solution, as each man must 
make his own decision in this regard in accordance with his 
local condition. 

A green-manuring crop should be turned under at least 
two weeks before the next crop is planted. In plowing down 
the catch crop; the furrow slice should be laid slanting, at an 
angle of 30 to 49 degrees with the horizontal. Directly after 
plowing, the field should be rolled thoroughly, as this hastens 
decay and prevents the drying out of the soil. 

The principle green-manuring crops which are now in ex- 
tensive use include crimson clover, sweet clover, burr clover, 
soy beans, cowpeas, velvet beans, vetches, Canadian field peas, 
and rye.

THE WORLD WANTS PEACE 


But it wants the real thing. 


No made-in-Germany substitute will find any market among 
the Allied nations who have poured out blood and treasure to 
secure genuine peace. They have paid the full price. They 
will add a premium if necessary. But they will have the 
goods. 

There are some species of vermin from which the only 
relief is their utter extermination. The only cure for the 
Teuton world-pest is to take the egomaniac germ out of Ger- 
man. Prussia does not want peace. She wants an opportu- 
nity to recuperate for another war. This war-bug must be 
annihilated. Until this is done any talk of “negotiation” is 
idiotic drivel. You can’t argue with a viper ora skunk. Any 
ene who attempts it deserves what he gets. 


The recent Austrian ‘‘peace-offensive,’’ so-called, is truly 
the most offensive suggestion that could be offered to a decent 
people. The marvel is that any man otherwise sane is yet will- 
ing to play Little Red Riding Hood to the Prussian Wolf. And 


it is a pity to insult a respectable wolf by the comparison.” 


The above is taken from Campbell’s “‘The Optimist,” and 


we concur so thoroughly in its sentiments that we reproduce it 
here. 


Every man, woman and child in the country welcomes 


We do not wish to ape German ruthlessness or barbarity, 
but it seems the irony of fate that after the Allies have fought 
so valiantly, taking, metaphorically speaking, a black eye, 
bloody nose and a general battering up, but have finally gotten 
the adversary in a positron where he is about to get the thrash- 
ing he so well deserves, he then hollers, quits, ‘I’ve got 
enough”—must we then quit and not give him that thrashing? 
Not many of us would withhold the punches, we fear. And 
there have been precedents warranting it, if we continue the 
metaphor. For instance, when Jim Corbett met Billy Mitchell 
at New Orleans, and throwing the rules to the winds, disre- 
garding the time of rounds and everything else, gave his oppo- 
nent the beating of his life. And there is not only excuse to 
follow this example in this battle with Germany, but it seems 
absolutely necessary. We heartily join the ever-swelling 
chorus of unconditional surrender. 


The air is filled with rumors and statements about corn 
packers, in various sections, who are revising or have revised 
their future prices, downward, ranging as high as 30c per 
dozen; one notable central western packer from $1.65 to $1.45; 
another eastern canner from $1.70 to $1.41, and so the revision 
of corn prices goes on; but the echo answereth not when in- 
quiry is made as to revisions downward on the $2 future to- 


mato prices. Some may have to do this, but we fear that they 
will be fearfully lenely, and there are more who feel that the 
revision should be upwards on tomatoes. But wouldn’t it be 
a fine thing if the canners could induce the Government to 
make the growers revise their prices downward. - 

Just in this line some of the eastern tomato canners and 
growers will read with interest the report that comes from Cali- 
fornia of one grower there who put out 210 acres of tomatoes, 
and expects a return of $60,000 from his crop, sold not at $30 per 
ton, but at $17.50 per ton. This means a yield of 12 tons to the 
acre, and the report goes on to say that some of his tomatoes 
weighed as much as four pounds apiece. That is competition to 
go up against, and the Food Administration should take this into 
consideration when it notes that California is selling tomatoes 
at $1.50 per dozen, while Eastern canners are forced to ask $2. 
We find ourselves wondering what his yield would have been, and 
what size those tomatoes would have reached, if the weather and 
season had been favorable. For, you know, California has bad 


tomato weather this season. 


The Food Administration of England seems not to hesitate 
about regulating the growers’ prices on products, as the following 
will show: 

“The British Ministry of Food has fixed prices for 

the blackberry crop. Pickers are to be paid six cents a 

pound, the retail price to the public is to be eight cents a 

pound, and the price to the jam manufacturers nine cents 

a pound. 


“The additional cent imposed on the jam manufactur- 
ers, it is claimed, is to influence the business in favor of 
jam making without unduly cornering the yield.” 


They have wanted blackberry jam for the English Army eveD 
worse than we have wanted it in this country for our boys, and 
they seem to have taken a very subtle and neat way of securing 
it. A price inducement to the growers to bring their crops to the 
canners and commercial food preservers rather than to offer it 
upon the market would certainly be a welcome innovation in this 
country—and a sensible one. Because it would mean a greater 
saving of these food products, and at lower cost, since the call- 
ner or preserver can handle these products more economically

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than can the householder, and at an immense saving in waste. 
It is a precedent which, we know, this industry would heartily 
recommend to our Food Administration. 


What’s in a name? Sometimes, possibly, very little, but in 
other instances very much it seems to us. We have just received 
a very neat label from a Georgia canner of shrimp. It reads: 
“Famous Southern Brand, Finest Quality Shrimp, Packed by 
Southern Fertilizer and Chemical Company, Saint Mary’s, Ga.” 
Our consumers are not quite as bad as the Kaffirs in South Africa, 
who refused to’ eat a famous meat packer’s canned products be- 
eause the label contained the picture of a little boy on it, and the 
Kaffirs thought the packers must have used the flesh of children 
in it. But “fertilizer and chemical” in connection with a can of 
shrimp is not~good, to our mind. Salesmen will tell you of the 
psychology of selling, and there are real grounds for their con- 
tentions. This being so, what must be the result of such a label 
used on shrimp? We know, of course, that this company has in- 
stalled its canneries separate and distinct from its main line of 
business, but we would suggest that they give the canning opera- 
tions another name; one more inducive to apetite.

WAR INVENTIONS. 


By Harvey O’Higgins, Associate Chairman, Committee on 
Public Information. 


When this war began, Germany practically controlled 
the world’s supply of potash. We have not only developed 
new potash fields in America. We have found a way to take 
potash from the flue dust of cement works. And we are 
now independent of the German potash supply for all time. 

For years before the war, Germany was buying up the 
world’s supply of castor oil and storing it for use in lubricat- 
ing airplane engines. We have now perfected a mineral oil 
that serves as well as castor oil in all but the very fast fi~ht- 
ing planes. 


We have discovered a way to make coal smokeless by 
extracting from it valuable by-products that have previously 
gone to waste. 


We have similarly found a way to save half the oils, 
greases and animal fats that have been lost in use in the past. 


We have recently produced a gas mask that can be worn 
for hours without discomfort even in a rapid advance. 


We have introduced improvements in rifles and machine 
guns that give our soldiers weapons greatly superior to the 
enemy’s. 


New methods and appliances for fighting submarines 
have overcome the U-boat menace. New industrial methods 
in shipbuilding have speeded up our production beyond all 
expectation. Improvements in wireless communication have 
given our troops a great advantage on the battlefield. Im- 
provements in medical science have reduced our army’s death 
rate from disease to one-tenth of the lowest rate established 
heretofore.

The American Can Company has temporarily withdrawn all 
its published prices on sanitary and hole and cap cans. 

One authority thinks tomatoes will be plentiful enough after 
the government gets what it wants and the packers have time to 
check up their holdings. Others do not agree with that, but think 
that the present price of $2.10 is low, and that $2.25 will be paid 
within a short time. It is pointed out that with the sitaution as 
it is now, and is likely to be for the next year or more, little 


chance of a change is possible. Packers are not anxious sellers, 
but think they will have plenty of demand later. 


The efforts of the German government to make peace have not 
affected the market. Canned foods men say that unconditional 
surrender is the only alternative for the German government, and 
it might as well be told now as later. Consequently, when any 
other sort of peace is discussed they absolutely refuse to be inter- 
ested. The market never fluctuated a penny while the influence 


of the peace note was at its highest. No sympathy for Germany 
exists among the canned foods people. 


Salmon is so scarce that retailers say jobbers are offering 
nothing, and perhaps it is equally true that retailers are buying 
but little. The situation seems unlikely to change for the present, 
at least not until the new pack is delivered. The arrival of fresh 
supplies of new pack might make a difference in the situation, 
but probably nothing else will. Consumers are learning to get 
along without salmon, and inasmuch as they are substituting dif- 
ferent foods for many to which they have long been accustomed, 
the conditions change but little. Salmon may disappear from the 
civilian table if the war continues a year or so longer, as it seems 
likly to do. 

Alx. 8. Mayrinck and Harry J. Goff have formed a partnership 
under the name of Mayrinck & Goff, and will conduct a general 
brokerage business at 100 Hudson street. 

Supplies of pumpkin are to be very light, it is said, since the 
government refuses to allow liberal packing. It is a movement to 
save cans for what is believed to be more essential operations. 
It was said last week that canners would be permitted to pack up 
to the limit of their sales, but that seems to have been modified 
this week. What the pack is likely to be no one knows. 

Jobbers here refuse to follow the suggestion of Southern 
packers to buy tomatoes. They seem to think the supply will be 
ample, even with the Government taking 55 per cent. of the total 
output. A number of attempts have been made to induce them to 
buy liberally, but they refuse to do it. Under such conditions the 
market remains rather dull. 

Canners are asking for more condensed milk. 
milk is left in first hands, it is said. 

One uncertain factor in the canned foods situation at present 
is the home canner. How much has she put up this year? The 
writer knows half a dozen families who have packed upwards of 
500 cans of fruits and vegetables this season. When questioned 
about their consumption, they said that this is more than they 
have ever bought from canned foods dealers in a year in the past. 
The inference is that if that quantity is approximately accurate 
for any considerable number of families the outlook for the re- 
tailer in some sections is not especially promising. In these days 
of heavy use for war and similar purposes this liberal supply in 
the homes is a benefit to everybody. The danger to the canner 
lies in these families getting the habit, and continuing to do such 
packing after the war closes and the necessity for conservation 
ceases. 

Goy. Thomas Riggs, Jr., of Alaska, has appealed to the United 
States Government to assist in the preservation of Alaska salmon. 
He points out that regulations will have to be made to prevent the 
destruction of salmon when on their spawning grounds, else they 
will disappear in a few years more. He says that he wonders any 
salmon are left, after the way they have been taken when spawn- 
ing. He shows that something must be done to give them time to 
spawn else the present supply will be speedily exhausted and no 
more can be taken. Others have pointed out the same thing here- 
tofore, but no one has heeded it; but with the Government as hea- 
ily interested in securing supplies of salmon as it is now, perhaps 
something can be done to help save the salmon in Alaska waters 
from total annihilation. HUDSON. 
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FREIGHT RATES & SHIPPING NEWS 
By Trafic Burean 
THE CANNED GOODS EXCHANGE OF BALTIMORE 
G. Stewart Henderson, Acting Traffic Manager 


At a conference held in the office of Director of Inland Water- 
ways at Washington last week, it became apparent that the Rail- 
road Administration proposes to secure for the railroads in this 
section of the country all possible relief that can be obtained by 
a more extensive use of the existing waterways, and the equip- 
ment. which is at present in use. 

Extensive improvements are now being made, and others 
planned, for the canals connecting the several inland bodies of 
water between Philadelphia and the Carolinas. 

The Baltimore Chamber of Commerce, having been invited 
to take part in this conference, was represented by the writer, 
who proposed that consideration be given to the operation of a 
barge service along regularly established lines, that would be 
adaptable to the transportation of merchandise and package 
freight in both large and small lots. 

Such a line would undoubtedly be enabled, by reason of low 
operating cost, to make rates from Baltimore to Southern terri- 
tory far below the existing rates charged by the rail and water 
lines, and should thus give an advantage to the Baltimore ship- 
per oyer his present competitors in that territory. 

’ Owing to the number of inquiries received by the Railroad 
Administration indicating a misunderstanding on the part of the 
public, relative to the inclusion in the freight rate of war risk and 
marine insurance on traffic moving via coastwise lines, the Ad- 
ministration accordingly issued a statement dated October 8th, 
which, in part, reads as follows: 

“To remove any uncertainty as to the assumption of war 
risk by the Government, the following notation is to be placed on 
bills of lading covering coastwise water-borne traffic: 

“ ‘Rates include war risk and marine insurance subject to the 
provisions of the tariffs on file with the Interstate Commerce Com- 
mission, notwithstanding any condition to the contrary in this bill 
of lading.’” 


REGULATIONS FOR DELIVERY OF FREIGHT AT 
: DESTINATION. 

The United States Railroad Administration issues the 
following: 

P. S. & A. Circular No. 25. 
Washington, August 15, 1918. 

To allay any misunderstanding with respect to what 
constitutes delivery of freight at destination, as provided for 
by General Order No. 25, and for the purpose of defining when 
transportation charges are due, the following rules are pro- 
mulgated: 

1. The lien on property transported should not be re- 
ieased if there is doubt as to the willingness or ability of the 
consignee to promptly pay the transportation charges. In 
such cases the present practice should be continued and pay- 
ment of freight charges exacted before placement of cars on 
private siding, before delivery of cars to terminal switching 
carrier or before seals are broken after placement on public 
team tracks. If commodities are transported in open cars 
freight charges should be collected before cars are unloaded, 
and if considered necessary, before placement on team tracks. 

2. Cars consigned to bonded customers or to regular re- 
sponsible customers are to be considered as delivered when 
placed upon industrial sidings or team tracks, either those 
connecting directly with the road haul carrier or those lo- 
cated on terminal switching lines. 

3. Cars will be considered to be delivered when placed 
on iygterchange tracks with industrial railroads. ° 

4. Under the provisions of paragraphs 2 and 3, cars 
will also be considered as delivered when constructively placed, 
as provided by demurrage rules.
